Terms of Peace. 


OFFERS OF COMPROMISE 


INTO EFFECT ON JAN. 1 


Hereafter Promotions Will Op-. 
erate Under Strict Supervi- 
sion of Secretary of State. 


Secretary of State Phil Cook has 
been in receipt of daily inquiries as 
to the terms of the “Georgia Blue Sky 
Law,” which goes into effect on Jan- 
uary 1. After that date, the way of 
sai.esmen with doubtful or crooked 
schemes to promote is going to be so 
hard that they will scarcely make an 
effort to carry on business in Georgia. 

The law requires that everyone hav- 
ing stocks, bonds, debentures and other 
securities for sale shall first make a 


statement with the secretary of state 
showing the name and principal place 
of business of such dealer, and the 
names, residences and business ad- 
dresses of all persons interested in such 
securities as principals, officers, direct- 
ors ur trustees, including the name, 
residence and business address of an 
agent residing in the state, if any. 

Where such dealer is a non-resident, 
he is required by the terms of the act 
to file with the secretary of state a 
designation or power of attorney duly 
signed and sealed, appointing and 
authorizing some person who shall be 
a resident of this state, to acknowledge 
or receive service of process, and upon 
whom process may be served for and in 
behalf of such dealer in all proceed- 
ings that may be instigated against 
such dealer in any court of this state 
or of the United States. Any dealer 
who shall fail or neglect to appoint 
and maintain in this state such an 
agent shall forfeit the right to do OF; 
continue business in this state’ °°" 

May Require Statement. 
The secretary of state may require 
such dealer, whenéver he shall offer 
any securities in this state except to 
other dealers or to banks, to file with 
him a statement showing the security 
or securities so offered, and the sécre- 
tary of state may require such dealer 
to mail to him as soon as any copies 
are so mailed; or shown to any pros- 
pective purchaser in this state, a copy 
of all printed or otherwise reduplicated 
circulars of any security or securities 
the dealer shall offer for sale in this 
state, including a copy of all adver- 
tisements thereof. 
The secretary of state may also re- 
quire the dealer to file with him ey1i- 
dence, including an official statement, 
of assets and eat rings, copy of deal- 
er’s contract showing his compensation, 
or other information in relation to any 
security the dealer is offering for sale 
or inviting offers for except to dSither 
dealers or banks. For every report 
so filed, the secretary of state shall ba 
paid a fee of $5 at the time of filing 
the same. Unless such’ evidence is 
filed and is sufficient, the secretary of 
state may order a dealer not to offer 
the security for sale or otherwise ad- 
vertise it in publications or circularize 
it in this state. 
May Stop Sale. 

The secretary of state when ordering 
a dealer not to sell, offer for sale, cir- 
cularize or advertise securities for sale 
in this state will do so by registered 
mail. Every dealer must pay a fee of 
$25 to the secretary of state for filing 
the initial statement required the 
terms of the act. 
Dealers violating the provisions of 
the act shall be guilty of a misteniea- 
nor, and every sale or contract of sale 
in violation of the provisions outlined 
above shall be void and may re- 
scinded within one year. 
The following securities are exciud- 
ed from the terms of the act: Bonds 
of the United States, any state or terri- 
tory, or any county, city, township or 
municipal division commercial pajer 
or evidences of indebtedness running 
not more than twelve months from the 
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of any insurance company or any other 
ulated by a public service comimnission 
or board of any state or territory of 
the United States or any foreign gov- 
ernment.

General Villa was prompted to dis- 
cuss the subject because of the repe; 
tition of a report from Mexico City 
that General Huerta might resign in 
favor of a member of his cabinet. AS 
the report also stdted that General 
Huerta was talking of taking the field 
against the rebels, it was not consid- 
ered in any way as a possible peace 
move. 

The subject of peace, however, came 
up in General Villa’s councils and the 
rebel leader was moved to outline the 
rebels’ views in, case future events 
brought them to consideration. 

Terms of Rebels. 

In substance the terms demanded by 
the rebels are: 

The elimination 
and his supporters. 

“The complete surrender to the con- 
stitutionalists’ cause of politicians now 
opposing it. 

“The restoration of the constitution. 

“The selection of a provisional pres- 
ident acceptable to the constitutional- 
ists and provisions for a popular elec- 
tion. 

“Guarantee of a change in the land 
laws so that deeds to land would be 
more generally distributed. 

“Ratification of confiscation by the 
rebels of the vast Terrazas, Creel anda 
other estates, valued at many millions 
of dollars. , 

“Nullification of all 
Huerta regime.” il 
of General Villa’s advisers 
were that General Huerta would not 
resign and that the rebels must ad- 
here to their original plan of fighting 
their way to Mexico City. 

“Our case has progressed to such a 
point that we would treat any sug- 
gestions of a compromise with con- 
tempt,” said General Villa. 


Huerta Regarded as Traitor. 

“We regard Huerta as a traitor who 
has dragged his country for his per- 
sonal ambitions. We have gone 
through so much distress for the sake 
of freedom that we would not pow 
stop short of. it. 

“Within a few months, we have won 
almost all of the north from. the 
usurper. Our forces have increased 
from a few hundred until now they 
number more than tt¥enty thousand. 
This number grew, for in every city 
we take, hRundreds are ready to join. 
By the time we r@ach the City of 
Mexico, we shall have enough men in 
arms to completely overwhelm the fed- 
erals and we intend to fight until there 
is no more fighting to do.” 

The idea that General Huerta might 
take the field against the rebels, Gen- 
eral Villa said, caused no terror to 
him, although General Huerta is 
familiar with the north country, hav- 
ing commanded forces here during the 
Orozco revolt against Madero. 

The rebels are confident that as soon 
as the expedition against the federals 
at Ojinaga is settled they will be in 
a position to advance south ard with- 
out leaving federals in their rear.

WHITE WOLF LEADING 


BRIGANDS OF CHINA 


Brigandage Pursued as a Pro- 


fession in Various Parts 
of the Country. 


Peking, December 28.—The recent ex- 
ploits of White Wolf, the robber chief- 
tain of Hupeh province, have drawn at- 
tention gweneraly to brigandage in 
China. At the present time it is being 
pursued as a profession, with more or 
less success in several parts of the 
country, and the old-time method of 
stopping a robber’s depredation by giv- 
ing him a high governmental post has 
not always been successful. 

In Mongolia a considerable band is 
forming under an outlawed Mongol 
prince named Tao Shi-tao, apparently 
one of the numerous Mongol chieftains 
whose extravagance has brought them 
to ruin with Chinese money § lenders. 
Hunghutze — red-haired robbers —are 
indigenous to Mongolia, and of these 
Prince Tao is reported to have collect- 
ed 15,000 in eastern inner Mongolia to 
ravage the Manchurian and Chihli fron- 
tiers. An army has been sent against 
him and more will doubtless be heard 
of him. 

In Manchuria there appears to be a 
chronic state of brigandage—as indeed 
for fifty years past. But numbers of 
the outlaws are being constantly taken 
and executed. 

At Funing, in Kiangsu province, there 
is a well-organized band whose pur- 
poses are not indiscriminate killing and 
robbing, but the systematic despoiling 
of the rich. These men, however, are 
being relentlessly pursued by General 
Chang Hsun, who only a few days ago 
caused the execution of fifty-six of 
them at one time. 

In the south may be noted one Choo, 
who tritd unsuccessfully to loot Canton 
and fled to Fushau. 
some of the soldiers sent against him 
threw in their lot with him, and Choo 
is at present driving a brisk business. 

Associated with' White Wolf was at 
one time a formidable bandit chief 
named bee 
cumbed to t 
government position. 
dering valuable service to his new mas- 
ters. The famous “Tiger Hsu” was an- 
other well-known robber whose claws 
were cut by an attractive offer. White 
Wolf Was made a similar proffer but 
refused. He is not only against the 
present, but against every government 
that savours of reform, his ideas and 
actions having their roots in the Taip- 
ing rebellion. 

The immense distance, the wildness 
of many regions of China, and the want 
of even pasSable roads make it ex- 
tremely difficult to proceed successfully 
against these bandits; and to some ex- 
tent Qhina has always suffered from 
such. But it cannot be questioned that 
two years of revolution and relaxed au- 
thority have given them exceptional 
opportunities, and the terroism they ex- 
ercise ‘is badly holding up, trade.

BLANKS BEING MAILED 
10 NATIONAL BANKS 


Organization Committee Push- 
ing Work Necessary to Start 
New Currency System. 


Washington, December s of 
the federal reserve act, the resolution 
to be adopted by banks which wish to 
enter the system and the blank drawn 
by the organization committee for use 
of applicants for membership will be 
mailed tomorrow to every national 
bank in the United. States. 

There are 7,500 national banks in 
the country and since the time limit 
for the'r entrance into the system was 
set by congress at 60 days, treasury 
officials will bend all their energies 
tomorrow to give them this sort of 
formal notification of the enactment of 
the law. The other 35,000 banks in the 
United States will be notified as soon 
as the national bank list has been com- 
pleted. There is no time limit upon 
banks of the latter classification. 

The physical effort to get 7,500 en- 
velopes and pieces of mail ready to post 
by tomorrow night will tax the treas- 
ury department's resources. A special 
force of trained men will be put to 
work early in the day, however, and 
the organization committee hopes it 
will be able to finish the task by night- 
fall.

Maryland Governor Sends Po- 
licemen to Chestertown to 
Protect Negroes. 


Chestertown, Md. December 28.— 
When it became known late this after- 
noon that James Paraway, one of the 
negroes held on the charge of com- 
plicity in the murder of James Cole- 
man, a farmer, had confessed that he 
assisted Norman Mable, another negro, 
in the crime, excitement, which had 
subsided somewhat after the unsuc- 
cessful attacks by a mob upon the jail 
last night, again flamed up. 

The news spread rapidly, in spite of 
efforts of the officials to keep the con- 
fession secret, and the number of 
silent watchers who had not left the 
jail during the day soon was augment- 
ed. Thoroughly frightened by his terri- 
ble experience last night, when the 
mob thronged about his cell, Paraway, 
who all along had maintained his in- 
nocence, broke down today under the 
questioning of detectives. 

According to his confession, the deed 
was planned by Mable and himself 
when they saw Coleman count his 
money in a store. They followed him, 
and Paraway hit the farmer with an 
iron bar. Then, after taking his 
money, they separated. 

Policemen from Baltimore, sent upon 
order of Governor Goldsborough, ar- 
rived tonight to assist in guarding the 
prisoners. With the added force, Sheriff 
Brown feels that he will be able to 
repel another attack if one is made.

THE QUESTION OF BEEF. 

if we are to believe trustworthy evidence, 
the great packing interests of America have 
beaten the new tariff law to the Argentine 
republic. In other words, as soon as it be- 
came evident that beef was to go on the 
free list, or long enough before to insure 
effective action, the American packers in- 
¥aded the Argentine, the other great supply 
source on this hemisphere, and bought a 
control of the leading packing interests 
there. The result is that though the lower- 
ing of the tariff wall ought to decrease the 
price of beef in America, prices remain little 
changed and the consumer steadily com- 
plains. 

The development of 


this phenomenon 


gives rise to the question: What will the 
United States \to about it? The control of 
sources of meat supply, whether in North 
America or in Europe, is, after all, a matter 
of commanding enough money. If the men 
who make the beef industry a fine art in this 
country can secure sufficient capital there is 
nothing whatever to prevent their acquiring 


control of the Argentine, the Mexican or any 
other market that threatens. 

The foregoing is one phase of the ques- 
tion, reflecting the interests of the con- 
sumer. The other was presented by the 
packers themselves, in the recent meeting of 
the American Association of Packers at 
Chicago. The drift of every speech deliv- 
ered there was to the effect that America 
faces a meat famine from the dwindling 
supply of cattle. It is this fact, say the pack- 
ers, that has driven them to the Argentine, 
and not a desire to throttle competition. 
Their contention must be given some cre- 
dence, for the reason that they have appro- 
priated an enormous sum to encourage the 
revival of cattle raising on a large scale in 
America. 

In the meantime, the opportunity and the 
course of Georgia and other states similarly 
situated should be clear. This state has tre- 
mendous possibilities in the beef industry. 
What may be done has been illustrated by 
the modern packing house of the White 
Provision company on the outskirts of At- 
lanta, its head, W. H. White, Jr., testifying 
that since the establishment the plant has 
operated at a substantial profit, and that if 
Georgia farmers will co-operate they can 
snap their fingers at the beef trust, if there 
is such a thing. 

Evidence from other sources is to the 
same general effect. Regardless of whether 
the national packers invade the Argentine, 
Georgia can be independent of outside agen- 
cies, if her farmers will turn their efforts to 
this great field of profit. % 


THE UNDERWOOD WAY. 

Oscar Underwood is in Alabama making 
speeches in behalf of his senatorial candi- 
dacy. He has planned an itinerary that cov- 
ers broadly the strategic points of the state. 

The distinguishing feature of Mr. Under- 
wood’s canvass is that it will not involve any 
loss of time from the public business. He 
expects to be in his seat when congress con- 
venes after the holiday recess on January 12. 

Many other congressmen, not excepting 
Mr. Underwood’s distinguished rival for sen- 
atorial honors, do not hesitate to absent 
themselves from congress indefinitely during 
critical sessions, in the pursuit of their polit- 
ical ambitions. 

It is refreshing to find In Oscar Under- 
wood a statesman of the different type, a 
public servant with an active conscience. 

The Constitution, with no desire to in- 
trude, hopes the lesson is not lost on the 
voters of our sister state. We have never 
feared that Alabama would stultify herself 
by rejecting Underwood. 


SANER HOLIDAYS. 

One of the most gratifying developments 
of Christmas day, and the days immediately 
succeeding, was a perceptible decrease in 
the violence, debauchery and bloodshed that 
once were associated with the: holidays in 
this section. 

For Atlanta individually the record was 
an excellent one. The police report a day 
singularly lacking tragedies, though here and 
there the inevitable ebullition marred the 
occasion in some isolated instance. 

Throughout Georgia, and the south, the 
same phenomenon was visible.

WHEN FARMERS GO 70 SCHOOL. 


One of the rhost reliable indications of 
the awakening to scientific, or business, 
agriculture in Georgia is the steady annual 
increase in the attendance of Georgia farm- 
ers at the short winter course of the State 
College of Agriculture. Statistics recently 
given out at Athens estimate that at the 
forthcoming winter session from 200 to 300 
farmers of every age will be present. The 
session is from January 5 to 16, inclusive. It 
is to cover fundamental subjects, 
namely, the cotton industry, cereal growing, 
animal industry, horticulture, boys’ and 
girls’ corn club work. Poultry breeding and 
veterinary principles, with allied topics, are 
strongly featured. 

The short winter session of the college 
was inaugurated as an experiment. The fac- 
ulty knew that the farmers of Georgia were 
intérested in extension work, and that, judg- 
ing from the mass of inquiries received 
lurough correspondence, there was a general 
awakening throughout the state. But the 
extent to which the young and middle-aged 
and old farmers of the state would take the 
time and spare the money to come to Athens 
for actual contact with the college influences 
was an uncertain factor. 

That question has now been decisively re- 
solved by the successive several years’ at- 
tendance at the school, ana by the increasing 
interest it elicits from every the 
farming population in Georgia. For in the 
groups that gather each winter at the uni- 
versity may be found farmers of every age 
and station in life. Youngsters and oldsters, 
owners of big plantation baronies and farm- 
ers of the one-horse variety, they throng the 
classes to gain information which shall shed 
light on the business and financial side of 
their vocation. 

The popularity of the winter school at 
Athens, as well as the success of the corn 
club work throughout the state, constitute a 
definite what the next few 
years are to bring to Georgia in the agricul- 
tural sepse. No state is stronger than its 
producing elements. The producing elie- 
ments in Georgia are entering a new era, in 
which realization of their possibilities and 
their responsibilities go hand in hand in an 
achieving partnership.

HOLIDAY LUXURIES. 


The holiday season is the most delightful 
time in the year to entertain, for then the 
stores are so full of appropriate and beauti- 
ful emblems and deli- 
clous edibles that one 
cannot g0 wrong in 
their choice of a menu 
or table decorations. 

Cherry red and 
bright green are the 
accepted colors for 
these days, so a pot of 
blooming poinsettia, or 
one of the new Japan- 
ese midget holly trees, 
will be the proper thing 
for a centerpiece. It is 
a‘gift, too, that mother 
will enjoy for it may 
be used on New Year's 
and will stay fresh and 
bright, a pleasant re- 
minder of happy days, 
for nfany weeks after- 
ward. 

In delicatessen stores 
you will find the most 
tempting imported fruits 
displayed. There is a firm in Nice, France, 
who send over boxes of preserved fruits 
that fairly coax the dollar from our purses 
with their beauty. 

The little boxes contain only four pears, 
figs or peaches, but they are of extraordi- 
nary size and in the boxes are also leaves, 
blanched with acids, that look as though 
they had just been plucked from the tree. 
These wonderfully preserved fruits may be 
arranged so exquisitely that they are not an 
extravagance once a year. 

The fruit should be lifted from its nest 
of leaves, and dipped quickly into boiling 
water, and out again immediately. Dry very 
gently with a soft cloth and then tint their 
plumped skins with a little cake coloring or 
dissolved carmine. Use these with our own 
fruits that are in season or cover them with 
a fine fruit jelly or gelatin using a fancy 
mold. 

The leaves, of course, are put in the 
mold, too, and one necessary thing to bear 
in mind is that when the gelatin is placed on 
the serving platter it will be inverted. So 
arrange the fruit and leaves in the bed of 
jelly with this in mind. 

All fruits and nuts may be crystallized 
and when finished make delicious bon-bons, 
but the process requires considerable knowl- 
edge of syrups and sugars. 

Preserved fruits are used; they should 
be drained and then Slightly dried in a 
moderate oven. A simple syrup of powdered 
sugar and water is boiled until it threads 
and curls from a spoon. This is called “the 
crack stage” by confectioners. The fruits, 
or nuts, are laid in a shallow, olled candy 
pan and the syrup poured over them until 
they are covered. As the Syrup begins to 
harden they must be lifted out most care- 
fully and placed on a buttered marble slab 
or platter to finish cooling. 

To coat nuts and fruits with grained 
sugar, cook syrup as directed above and 
when it commences to thread put half of 
it into a bowl and rub the remainder about 
the sides of the pan it boiled in until it 
granulates or sugars. Pour this into the 
bowl of syrup and mix Slightly, then dip 
the articles to be coated in it. Use a two- 
pronged fork or a nut pick to lift the fruit 
in and out with. Place on a wire rack to 
drain and dry. Do not attempt to work with 
Syrups on a damp day. If the air is heavy 
you cannot even make a fine cake frosting.

WERE QUEEN OF NAVARRE’S GLOVES POISONED? 


Was Jane, the Queen of Navarre, poisoned 
in Paris at the time of the troubles between 
the Huguenots and Catholics? It is gen- 
erally accepted that she was, but there has 
been much mystery as to the method. The 
queen was in Paris to attend the wedding 
ceremonies of the Prince of Navarre, her 
son, with Margaret, the sister of the French 
king. 

While Jane was engaged in preparations 
for the approaching ceremony, she was over- 
taken with a malignant fever which put an 
end to her life after five days of illness. 
Nathaniel Wraxwall in his “Memoirs of the 
Kings of France” notes: “The multitude, 
ever disposed to attribute the deaths of great 
personages to unnatural causes, supposed 
that poison had been used for the purpose. 
A perfumer named Rene, who had followed 
the queen-mother from Florence, of which 
place he was a native, was accused as the 
author of the crime. It is pretended that 
he even avowed himself as such and boasted 
of it publicly.” 

Some perfumed gloves, which Jane bought 
of the Florentine, are generally credited with 
having been the medium through which the 
poison was administered. Catherine de Med- 
ici was supposed to have instigated the mur- 
fer. This suspicion is probably erroneous. 

The physicians and surgeons who exam- 
ined the body of Jane, and who were both 
Huguenots, it is claimed, found no symptoms 
or appearances to justify such a conjecture. 
On the contrary they declared her to have 
expired of an abscess. 

“I must, however, confess,” says Wrax- 
wall, “that Davila asserts, in the most posi- 
tive terms, that the Queen of Navarre was 
poisoned. ‘The first blow of the tempest,’ 
says he, ‘fell upon James, whom the king 
and his mother thought fit to take off. The 
poison was administered, as it was reported, 
in the trimming of a pair of gloves, but in 
a@ manner so imperceptible, and in so nice 
a proportion, that after having worn them 
some time, she was seized with a violent 
fever, which put an end to her life in four 
days.’ ”’ 

When the news was received by the 
Huguenots that Jane had died suddenly, they 
instantly took the alarm suspecting that 
there had been foul play.

FAVORITE RECIPES OF 
DISTINGUISHED WOMEN

While graham bread has a wide populari- 
ty it is doubtful if many of the people who 
eat it know just what graham flour is or 
why it is so named. An American physi- 
cian, Dr. Sylvester Graham, advocated the 
use of flour made by what is called low 
milling, whereby the wheat is ground in one 
process between two crushers as near to- 
gether as possible. This gives a wheat meal 
which contains every bit of the grain. 

This process is in reality simply a mod- 
ern reversion to the original methods of 
grain grinding, which were used before the 
tread mills, wind mills, or water mills were 
ever known, when the woman of the family 
pounded up the meal for the crude bread or 
cake between two stones. 

To insure variety in bread making, it is 
advisable to make as many different kinds 
as possible and graham bread, biscuit, or 
muffins fit in nicely as a change. 

Graham Muffins. 

For the muffins follow this recipe: 

One cup of wheat flour, 

One-quarter cup sugar, 

One cup of sweet milk, 

One tablespoonful melted 

One cup of graham flour, 

One spoonful of salt, 

One egez, 

One teaspoonful baking powder. 

Mix and sift the dry ingredients and add 
gradually the well-beaten ggg, milk and 
butter. Bake in buttered gem pans in hot 
oven for about twenty-five minutes.

It is doubtful if land on Threadneedle street 
in the world’s greatest city could be pur- 
chased at the price paid fot the Fifth avenue 
lot. 

A Chicago dispatch says that a tract of 
land of similar size to the London area, sit- 
uated between State street and Michigan 
avenue, exclusive of buildings, has been 
valued at $84,000,000, or $34,000,000 more than 
the price paid the Duke of Bedford. The 
Chicago price averages over $100 a square 
foot for the land alone. The Chicago dis- 
patch adds that the highest price yet re- 
corded for land in that city is $277 a square 
foot.

Its 
assessors have placed a value of $88,330,000 
upon a land area bounded by School, Wash- 
ington, Milk, Hawley, Summer, Chauncey, 
Bedford, West and Tremont streets, contain- 
ing a trifle over 19 acres. The land value 
alone is placed at nearly $77,000,000. One 
tract within this area, bounded by Temple 
place, Washington, West and Tremont 
streets, is assessed at the rate of over $129 
a square foot for the land alone. The high- 
est-priced corner in Boston is the property 
at the corner of Washington and Winter 
streets. It measures 1,955 square feet, and 
is assessed at $386,500, or $300 a square foot. 

The two highest-priced lots in Providence 
are the site of the little narrow two-storied 
wooden building on Dorrance street, in front 
of Hotel Dorrance, and the land on which 
the Union Trust building stands. These lots, 
exclusive of the buildings, are assessed at 


$60 a square foot.

MORE CARE EXERCISED 
IN PREPARING MAIL 


Washington, December 28.—The 
American public is exercising greater 
care in preparing mail matter, accord- 
ing to the annual report today of 
Fourth Assistant Postmaster General 
Blakeslee. The report says the figures 
show that the fraction of a per cent of 
increase in the receipt of undeliver- 
able domestic mail matter for the last 
fiscal year is below the normal rate 
for some years. There were more than 
13,000,000 foreign and domestic letters 
and parcels received by the dead letter 
office during the year, and of these 
6,440,000 pieces were restored to the 
rightful owners. The valuable inclos- 
ures in the letters made up a small 
fortune. Most of this, however, was 
returned to the senders. 

Mr. Blakeslee reported 
of the present fiscal 
projects for co-operative road im- 
provement, under which each state 
would get a $10,000 appropriation for 
rural free delivery roads, contingent 
upon local supply of double that 
amount, were approved or under in- 
vestigation in Maine, Maryland, Vir- 
ginia, North Carolina, Georgia, Missis- 
Tennessee, Alabama, Texas, 
Kentucky, Ohie, Minnesota, Iowa and 
Oregon, and that in some of these 
states the actual work of construction 
well under way.

Indianapolis, Ind., December 28.— | 
“The Federal league will stand behind |! 
every one. of its players and in any 
case where legal action is brought 
against the men, the league will fur- 
nish the defense,” declared J. Edward 
Krause, a director of the Federal league 
tonight, when told that officials of the 
Brooklyn club were planning to enjoin 
Joe Tinker from playing with the Chi- | 
cago team of the new organization. 

“We think that the reserve clause eg 
the contracts of the ball players is in- 
valid and believe we can secure such a i

Edward H. .McKeever, a vice presi- 
dent, conferred today with. the~«club’s 
counsel, Bernard York, and it was ten- 
tatively agreed that any legal action to 
restrain Tinker from plying with any 
‘team other than Brooklyn would be de- 
‘ferred until just before the opening of 
‘the season of the so-called outlaw or- 
| ganization. . 

For one thing, the Brooklyn club 
desires to await announcement by the 
‘national baseball comrmjssion as to the 
latter’s attitude toward the defection 
of Tinker and others. Moreover, ac- 
,cording to McKeever, there is no Ts 
ifor immediate resort to the ourts. 
The Brooklyn club officials will con- 
tinue to hold that Tinker is legally a 
member of the club and it is expected !

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Harvard’s d Athletic Team 
Had a Wonderful Year 


By Edward R. Bushnell. 

Philadelphia. December 28.—(Special.) 
The year 1914 was certainly a fat year 
for the athletic teams of Harvard uni- 
versity. For the same reason it was a 
lean year for a good many other uni- 
versities which in the past have been 
accustomed to triumph over the Crim- 
son. 

It was the second year in succession 
that the Crimson athletes led the east- 


In summarizing results of the year, the 
Writer has considered the four major 
sports and the twelve minor sports 
‘or the purposes of computation each 
Championship is regarded as a point.' 
On this basis the seven universities! 
which divided between them the six- 
teen championships stand as follows: 

Harvard, 4%; Pennsylvania, 3; Yale. 
3; Cornell, 3; Syracuse, 1; Columbia; 1; 
Johns Hopkins, one-half. The follow- 
ing shows the sixteen sports consid- 
ered and the winner in each:

The return to the top in ‘the field of 
‘intercollegiate athletics of the Harvard 
,teams and the retention of this su- 
premacy constitutes one of the year's 
most hotable features. This return to 
the front rank is not necessarily be- 
cause Harvard possesses better men 
than her rivals, but because there is 
not so much faculty restriction as 
there once was at Cambridge. Dur- 
ing the latter years of Dr. Eliot’s re- 
gime not a great deal of encourage- 
ment was given to: Harvard's inter- 
collegiate competition. On the contra- 
ry, Dr. Eliot would have stopped in- 
te rcollegiate football had he been able, 
and his entirg policy was to develop 
competition within the college rather 
than with other institutions. 

With an end put to this period of 
depression, Harvard has come to the 
frort with leaps and bounds, and now 
all her athletic teams are so well 
equipped with material and so ably 
coached and managed that it will be a 
most difficult matter to dislodge the 
(*‘rimson. .

If it 
be admitted that°a championship in 
major sports is worth more than one 
in a minor sport, the tie for second 
place is between Pennsylvania and 
Yale, for all of Cornell's victories were 
in the minor sports. 


Harvard's All-Around Excellence. 


What makes Harvard's record. the 
more remarkable is that not only did 
the Crimson win outright more “cham- 
siasickion than its rivals, but it finished 
in another major sport cham- 
and was well toward the front 
in the other two. The Crimson ath- 
letes were second to Pennsylvania in 
the track and field championship, while 
in baseball and rowing.-it is a ques- 
tion whether they should be ranked 
second or third. On the diamond, Har- 
vard beat Yale in two out of three 
games. Yale is @iven the champion- 
ship on the season's record, but there 
is no doubt that Harvard deserves to 
rank either second or third. Further- 
more, it is a notable fact that Harvard 
was unusually strong on the water. 
The Crimson was beaten by Cornell 
in a two-mile race and by Princeton 
jn another preliminary affair. But Har- 
vard made tremendous improvements 
after the Princeton defeat, and certain- 
ly deserves to rank third among th:> 
year’s crews. ’ 

It is not contended this article 
that Harvard deserves the intercol- 
legiate footfall championship of Amer- 
ica. The Crimson did not play any 
western teams, so it must always re- 
main an open question whether or not 
Harvard could beat either Chicago or 
Michigan, the two best teams in the 
middle west. The majority of impartial 
critics are of the opinion that Harvard 
could have beaten both of these teams, 
but in the absence of a game Harvard's 
football honors must be restricted to 
the east. There is no doubt, however. 
that this vear’s Harvard eleven was 
stronger than that of 1912. It played 
an unusually hard schedule and came 
through without a defeat. Harvard 
played well nigh perfect football 
against Yale, and, although the score 
was not as one-sided as it was a vear 
ago, the Crimson deserves the entire 
by which the game 
was won. With the exception of for- 
ward passing, the value of which is 
greatly in dispute, Harvard had a more 
perfect offense and defense than any 
team the writer has ever seen. Coach 
Haughton developed the running, 
plunging and the kicking game per- 
fectly. This he was able to do because 
he had a line which from tackle to 
tackle played defensive football of a 
stone-wall nature. The two ends, 
Hardwick and O’Briea, aet only played

Made Soccer Popular. 


Harvard won the association football 
title by making this sport popular with 
the undergraduate body. The Crimson 
had out a host of candidates, many of 
them being members of the rugby 
pe tenn The field for hockey honers 
was smaller than usual, and here again 
Harvard had some advantage because 
of climatic reasons. In lacrosse*Har- 
vari divided the championship honors 
witin Johns Hopkins. 
there are two associations which play 
this game, one for the northern and 
one ‘or the southern universities. Har- 
vard'won the title among the northern 
institutions, and Johns Hopkins among 
those of the south. In order to settle 
the championship, Harvard sent a chal- 
lenge to Johns Hopkins, but the latter 
declined with the explanation that the 
challet.ge came at a time when the 
Johns Hopkins team had disbanded. 

The year 1913 will stand out as one 
of the most remarkable in the history 
of track and field athletics. This meet 
was notable not only for the splendid 
individual records made, but for the 
fact that for the first time in history 
the charopionship was won with a 
score of less than 25 points. The Uni- 
versity of Pennsylvania carried off the 
honors with a score of 24 points, Har- 
vard beinlg second with 214%. The meet 
was so close that Harvard “might have 
won had mot her star hurdler, Jackson, 
been disqualified in one of the semi- 
final heats of the low hurdles. Har- 
vard did not score in this event, but 
had Jacksion finished second to Wen- 
dell the Crimson would have then 
beaten thé Quakers by half a point. 

The victory of Pennsylvania adds 
new interest to the meeting of 1914. 
The $1,000! trophy cup competed for in 
1904 has row been won four times by 
Pennsylvamia, four times by Cornell 
and one each by Harvard and Yale. The 
rules of the association provide that 
it shall bacome the permanent property 
of the college first winning it five 
times.

A MAGNETIC WAY 


Non-Magnetic Yacht Carnegie 
Has Nearly Completed 
Gigantic Task. 


Washington, December °% When 
the non-magnetic yacht Carnegie drop- 


ped anchor at Brooklyn, N. Y., Decem- ' 


ber 19, concluding a voyage of more 
than three years, the gigantic task un- 
dertaken by the Carnegie institution of 
Washington eight: years ago to make 
a complete magnetic survey of the 
gZlobe was two-thirds accomplished. 
Already, virtually all the data gather- 
ed in nearly 150,000 miles of voyaging 
is in the hands of hydrographers, and 
much of it now is in use by ship mas- 
ters of all the seven seas. 

Professor L. A. Bauer, director of 
the department of terrestrial magnet- 
ism of the institution and originator 
of the project for the survey, has pre- 
pared his report for 1913, whech he 
made public today. It includes data 
of the most recent voyage of the Car- 
negie and a chart showing the wander- 
ings of that vessel and the Galilee, her 
Predecessor in the work 

Track Winds and Twists. 

Through every sea where the steam- 

routes lie the track winds and 
twists. In every part of the world the 
accuracy of the compass was tested 
by “swinging the ship” and passing 
her through the circle of the compass 
card to prove up the correctness of the 
readings. 

On the ship's charts all inaccuracies 
of regular navigation compass points 
have been noted and the institution 
now is prepared to furnish ship mas- 
ters in any part of the world with true 
compass readings, against which their 
Own instruments may be checked. 

in his report, Director Bauer lays 
stress upon the fact that not a life has 
been lost nor a man seriously injured 
during the voyages of the Carnegie or 
the Galilee, and that the former made 
port after years of cruising through 
the gales of many oceans without a 
Split sail or parted stay. 


Little Iron and Steel. 
: The Carnegie was constructed ef as 
little iron and steel as possible. No 
involved calculations to eliminate error 
are necessary, and when the _ ship's 
commander, W. J. Meters, forwarded to 
Professor Bauer the record of any part 


er 


of the voyage the figures were at once 


available for chart makers. Even the 
2as auxiliary engines of the ship were 
designed with this in mind, gnd the 
only steel about them is in cams and 
pistons, all other parts having been 
made of brass. 

In addition to the main task of mag- 
netic survey, the observers aboard the 
Carnegie have gathered information as 
to atmospheric refracfion, and expect 
s00n to furnish navigators with a com- 
plete chart of corrections for astro- 
nomical observations, eliminating an- 
Other factor of error in navigation.

Ralph Fariss, alias John Bostick, on 
his own confession, was sentenced here 
Saturday to be hanged within ninety 
davs, tor the murder of Hurace E. Mon- 
tague, a passenger agent, »n VDeeembder 
i when Iariss held up a Southern aP- 
cific train, at El Monte, Cal 

Fariss was arraigned in a justice 
court, held to the superior court, ar- 
raigned there before Judge Cavin 
Craig, tried and sentenced in two hours 
and eighteen minutes. He waived all 
rights and made no defense. 

Throughout the proceedings he clung 
to the name John Bostick, which be- 
longs ** 23 Bakersfield, Cal., man, who 
once Ww. where Fariss was em- 
ployed. Hx as sentenced under this 
name, but witiuin an hour, when Sher- 
iff Hammel, of Los Angeles county, 
told him that his parents were com- 
ing from Bakersfield to see him,he re- 
vealed his identity. 

“Don’t let them come,” he said. “I 
am Ralph Fariss and I have made trou- 
ble for them all my life. I cannot see 
them now.”’ 

Fariss said his father is James Far-| 
iss, a railroad mah, who has been in 
the Southern Pacific employ at Ba- 
kersfield for 25 years. He also told the 
sheriff he had married a girl at Marion, 
lowa. 

Fariss was picked out of a crowd in 
San Francisco several days ago, by A. 
E. Colen, who, with his bride, was a 
victim of the train robbery. He was 
carrying a watch which belonged to 
the flagman of the train, and when 
Sheriff Hammel started south with him 
he made a confession, admitting also 
an attempted train robbery in Rich- 
mond, Cal. He objected to the intro- 
duction of this part of his confession 
as evidence today. 

‘It haS nothing to do with the case,” 
he said, rising, and the court sustained 
him. 

Fariss is to be hanged at San Quen- 
tin penitentlary. 


BIG INCREASE SHOWN 
IN COAL PRODUCTION 


Washington, December 28.—There 
was a 30 to 40 million ton increase in 
coal production in the United States 
for 1913, despite labor disturbances 
in Colorado, the interference of the 
Ohio floods last spring and a general 
complaint on the part of coal operators 
that they were unable to work their 
mines at full capacity, because of 
shortages in the labor market. 

According to estimates made public 
tonight by Edward W. Parker, coal 
statistician of the geological survey, 
there will be a total production of be- 
tween 565,000,000 and 575,000,000 tons 
at the end of the present year. The in- 
creased output is said to be normal— 
‘an index of the general industrial 
activity of the country.” 

“Coal mining in the 
states was handicapped by spring 
floods and probably from 5,000,000 to 
10,000,000 tons of coal would have been 
added to the year’s output but for the 
great disaster,’ Mr. Parker asserts. 

The decrease in the production of 
fuel oil in the mid-continent oil fields 
and the strike in Colorado, Mr. Parker 
says, has resulted in an increased out- 
put of coal in the southwest and east- 
ern states.

THE FARMERS’ OPPORTUNITY. 


There is good reason to believe that 
the agricultural world is about to en- 
ter, or has already entered, upon an 
unprecedented period of prosperity. 
The high cost of living is largely due 
to the fact that the production of food 
and raiment and shelter is rapidly 
falling short of the needs of an 
creasing population. The influx of 


manifest eagerness to learn | 


in- | 


number of non-producers and the fall- 
ing off in the numbers of the army of 
producers—the real creators of wealth 
and substance, is telling in the market 
prices of all rural products. 

The increased prices of land, while 
it. would seem to inure to the enrich- 
ment of the farm owners, will not 
really help them unless they shall iIn- 
crease in Knowledge of their calling, 
increase the vields of their crops per 
acre, while also at the same time they 
shall diminish the cost of production. 

By co-operation and every helpful 
means of increasing watchfulness— 
farmers should see to it that not too 
large a share of the 
for farm products shall be retained 
by the middlemen, and none at all by 
speculators. To this end the individ- 
ual farmer should not permit himself 
to get into a position or condition in 
which he is forced to sell his rod- 
ucts, but only when the price offered 
is pretty close to what he believes to 
be a fair one. It would be folly for a 
farmer, because he has received a “‘tol- 
erably good” price for his cotton the 
past season, to resolve to make more 
cotton next year, meastrred by the 
number of bales; but rather to make 
larger yields per acre, at a less cost 
per pound—even if a smaller aggre- 
gate number of bales—than the cost 
last year. One hundred bales made on 
one hundred acres may be a very much 
better result than one hundred and 
fifty bales made on two hundred 
acres; in fact, there is less cost and 


more profit.

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HOME MIXING OF FERTILIZERS. 

“Ss, S.,” Concord, Ga.——We note with 
interest the letters you write for The 
Constitution and we are led to ask 
you a question. 

We use about 100 tons of guano. Will 
it pay us to buy the materials and mix 
as small quantity as that, and what 
advise would you offer along that line 
in regard to buying and mixing? 
What materials are necessary to mix 

make a 10—4—4 guano? 
Answer—On general principles if it 
would pay to buy ingredients to mix 
five, ten or twenty tons of fertilizers, 
it would.pav. all, the. more to do so 
with a much larger. amount. Using 
190 tons and upward annually would 
certainly justify constructing some 
simple home-made contrivance for rap- 
idly and thoroughly mixing the ingre- 
dients, such as something like the 
levers of. an old-fashioned ginhouss 
power, with stout pins or pegs inserted 
several inches apart on the under side 
of each lever, and to be pulled around 
by one or two mules. Referring again 
to quantity I may add that I use only 
about one ton of guano in my one-acre 
gurden, but I always buy the ingre- 
dients—acid phosphate, nitrate of soda 
ard potash—and do my own mixing. A 
mixture of 1,215 pounds of 16 per cent 
acid phosphate, 210 pounds high-grade 
cotton seed meal, 420 pounds nitrate 
of soda and 155 pounds of muriate of 
potash would analyze 10—4—4. But why 
insist on a given 
high? Wouldn't a 9—3.60—3.60, or an 
8—3.20—3.20 do as well, as each of 
these is in precisely the same relative 
proportion as 10—4—4? ‘'n each of the 
three formulas the phosphoric acid is 
just two and cne-half times greater 
than either the nitrogen or the potash, 
and it would be necesSary tO use one- 
ninth more per acre of the 9—3.60— 
3.60 or one-eighth more of the 8— 
3.20—3.20 in. order to produce the same 
effect as a given quantity of 10—4—4. 
By not insisting on a fixed grade more 
latitude is allowed in the selection of 
materials. To illustrate: A mixture 
analyzing 10—4—4 cannot be made if 
you should wish to use only 16 per 
cent acid, high-grade cotton seed meal 
and muriate, nor one approaching that 
analysis, if restricted to Kainit, as a 
source of potash, and yet kainit is 
rather preferable to muriate in a mix- 
ture for garden and orchard. 

Perhaps you overlooked my reply to 
Dickerson, under the head of “ferti- 
lizer formula,” in The Tri-Weekly of 
December 16. Such a problem as you 
present should rather state the ingre- 
dients available for use and their anal- 
ysis, and ask for the proper quantity 
of each would be necessary to secure 
a given analysis or the nearest to it in

Anawer—There are several methods 
by which ticks may be eradicated from 
a farm, depending on, the number of 
cattle kept on the given farm. One of 
the simplest plans is by starving out 
the ticks, which means to permit no 
cattle to run on a given field for a cer-

Now observe the dates carefully and 

you will note that any pasture or field 
may be rid of ticks by keeping all 
animal (cattle) from any date named 
in the first column until the corre- 
sponding date on the same line in the 
second column. It will then be re- 
quired that the cattle shall be free 
from ticks when turned into any field 
after expiration of the date stated. 

It may be stated as a general rule 
that all corn and cotton fields (or 
other cultivated fields) planted in 
March or April will be entirely free of 
ticks by September 15. This meana, of 
course, that the cotton fields are now 
free from ticks—as well as other fields 
planted about the same time—provided 
you have not pastured them with tick- 
infested cattle since planting and will 
continue free until such cattle are 
turned upon them. 

‘ Another way is to carefully inspect 

every cattle individual at least once a 

week (twice would be safer) and every 

tick destroyed until none can be found 
on them for several weeks or longer, 
say three months.

JAPANESE BUCKWHEAT v. COWe 
PEAS. 

R. J. L., Yorkville, 8. C.—Kindly tell 
me what you think of sowing Japanese 
buckwheat to turn under green. Of 
course, you like peas better; but the 
price this year will be high. ¢ 

Answer—I am not favorably § in®- 
pressed with the idea of sowing buck- 
wheat of any variety as a substitute for 
cowpeas as a land improver. Buck- 
wheat is not a legume and, therefore, 
adds no atmospheric nitrogen to the 
soil. Moré@over, the crop !s not avail- 
able for hay purposes, as is cowpeas. 
As a general rule I would not plant 
any crop for renovating purposes that 
must be plowed under in order to de- 
rive any benefit to the soll. Cowpeas 
furnish a most admirable hay and when 
fed to animals and the manure returned 
to the soil a double benefit is secured 
both the animal food value and the 
plant food value being utilized. I 
would prefer cowpeas even if they 
cost twice as much per bushel as buck- 
wheat. 


MARE AILING. 

J. C. Bannister, Oxford, Ala.—tI havea 
a mare about seven years old that 
seems to be sick. {f shall be glad to 
have your advice as to how she should 
be treated. I have had her only a 
week. She stands part of the time 
stretched out with her forefeet too 
far in front and hind feet too far to 
the rear. She lies down some, but 
does not wallow. Ner appetite is not 
good. I have been feeding her oats 
and fodder, also a mixed feed con- 
sisting of alfalfa, oats and corn. She 
has drunk but little water for three 
days. I can hear the food and water 
moving about in her stomach or bow- 
els. She is {> very good order. 

Apswer—Your description of 
symptoms is entirely insufficient to 
enable any one to say what is the 
matter. It may be that she has some 
urinary trouble, such as gravels or 
stone in the bladder; or she may have 
an obstruction of the intestines. It is 
a little singular that you do not state 
whether her bowels are -.constipated, 
or whether she urinates without dif- 
ficulty, or whether the urine is off 
color, i. e., is thick, or ropy, or high- 
colored, or scanty. The stretching out 
the feet is a symptom that may at- 
tend any one of several internal ati- 
ments. 

The noise made Dy the bowels may 
indicate indigestion. Suppose you give 
her about 1 quart of raw linseed oil 
at a dose and when it ceases to oper- 
ate give her the following: Mix 4 o” 
each of powdered copperas and <« 
peter and divide into 24 powders. Give 
her one powder every night in a small 
bran mash made by pouring a gallon 
of bot¥ing water over half pailful of 
bran. Continue for several weeks. [
